MEAT AND MILK INSPECTION

State Veterinarian Makes Address to
Ladies on Inspection Sabject

The next thing on the program of
the Woman's Club is to recure a
meat and milk ingpector. v will
go before the Aldermen at some fu-
ture date and plead for the establish-
hent of this office. Wednesday ait-
ernoon Lhe ladies were addressed on

this subject by Dr. J. T. Roberts of
Raleigh. About twenty were present
He said: $

“Ladies and gentlemen, you are
certainly fortunate in having a good
representative in our work here in
Dr. Watt Asheraft, and I assure you
thatt it gives me a great dehl of pleas-
ure indesd 1o come belors you to pre-
sent one or two phases of our work,

“1 am disappointed that more are
not here and 1 regret that more of
your doctors are not here; not that 1
cin give them any [aformation. but
to show thew that it is not any pre-
sumption on my part to talk of any-
thing in regard to public health that
belongs to the medical profession, |1
am eapecially interested in their or-
ganizution, es it is made up of those
who have in mind thut which is nee-
essary (or insuring sanitavy condi-
tions.

“It=s only one phase of sanitary
work that 1 shall speak on this after-
noon—meat and milk ingpection,

“In the inspection of slaughter-
houses and market places we find,
first the noxious side; second; the ob-
noxious side—that is, that side which
plays on our sense of cleanliness and
contrary to our sense of repulsion,
and third and last is the aesthetic side
wherein we know whether we are
buying butterfat in the market or
wiater.

“There are two feature of meat in-
spection — abbattoir or slaughter-
house inspection and market inspec-
tion.

“The abattoir consigting of the
bullding and so called slnughterhouse
i oftentimes o loeated that the in-
convenience of the slanghterhouse s
as repulsive or even somethmes more
repulsive than the slanghterhous: it
gelf.  The cquipment of the slaught
erhouse should be salficient 1o war-
rant sanitary conditions; the butcher
of your shiughterhouse should be
healthy, He must be free from fiber-
ceulogis and typhoid fever.  Again, 1
gay that this s one of the most fm-
portgut fentures in - our  inspection
We can put up somelimes with meag-
er equipnient {f the butehers will be
extremely cureful in handling  the
meat.  In handling the carcasses In
whme eafes to clear them of blood, an
old greary eloth ihal haz been nsed
wany himes, and thiat knows no wator
except when it rains, (b used, Then
the carcass should be disposed of in
aieh o manner that there may be no
danger of dicenge being earried to the
animule away from (he slanghter-
house, They should pot be dingged
away and lert for buzzards and fies
to feed upon and then disteibute the
filth,

“PHear in mind please, that the ani-
mal should bhe exuminen rigidly be
fore srd atter slangtering jor ang
abnormal  or  diseased  conditions,
thereby ascertaining whether or not
it is m for food.

“8ix yeurs ago there were some
thing like six millions  of animals
slaughtered in the Uniied States, and
of this =ix million there were pract-
cally one million varenses, or parts of
carcaxees, condemned,

“Phe earenss shoull be kept cool
and the abattolr should be thus pro-
vided to keep it cool, or some other
pliece other than the  abattoir el
furnish =uch 4 cooler und not be kept
in u place uncovered exposed 1o the
flies and dirt until taken to the mar-
ket,

“Then we have market inspection,
which 15 a most {niportant factor in
this sanitury move of meat inspee-
tlon. The clerk in the shop ghould be
free (ron all fevers thal could possi-
bly be triansmitted to the meat. Care
should be taken in deliverey of the
meat. The inspector should see thil
it is safficiently  wrapped so  thal
there wonld be no danger of contami-
pation (rom the murket to the home,

“Paking the subject of milk ingpee-
tion as o whole, it i divided fulo two
features ulso—dalty Ingpection and
inspection of the milk iisell.

“The dalry should be kept in & sani-
tary condition, and the equipment of
the dairy should be sufficient to en-
able the dairyman to produce sani-
tary milk. The animals should be
kept in elean, healthy stalls and kept

free from tuberculosis and all othe
disenses.  Most authorities at  this
time are aware that not a great deal
of tuberculosis is transmitted to  the
adulte but in the very young ch?¥

gubsisting entively on cow's milk
laden with tubercular germs it is pos-
sible to contract the disease in the
cattle type and possibly resull in tu-
berculogis, It I8 almogt impossible to
obtain milk from a cow Lhat is free
from all bacteria. We had an Instance
recently In which one of our dairy-
men in a not far distant town had
very high bacteria count. The next
count there was not a single one.
This was o peculiur case and we could
not account for it. Then we noticed
that the milk had a very peculiar

odor. Al firast we thought the dairy-
man was (rying to use means by
whieh he could purify his milk. By

closer investigation, however, it was
found that he was perfectly innocent.
He knew practically nothing of =al-
tary laws and vet he had used a very
strong antizeptic in cleaning his milk
vessels and thig =o acted on his milk
that the count was kept down to zero.
As | said a moment ago, it is almost
tmpossible to keep the milk free from
bacterla, In milking it ¢ contaminat-
ed from dust from the barn, and from

“Some times we are aaafiuD o
caused by her constant switching.
“Sometimes we are negligent in tak-
ing the milk from the back porch as
soon as it is delivered and in this
case the dairyman is not responsible
for our sour milk—as it should be
tuken in directly and put on jee.

“Therefore, there should be a
thorough examination of all meats
and milk—meats before and after
slaughtering, the dairy inspected
thoroughly and then the milk itseli.

W wish to offer our services in the
tutherance of meat and milk inspee-
tion for your city, but let us pot put
‘the cart before the horse,' "™

PREMIER COTTON MARKET.

CHARLOTTE OBSERVER GIVES
MONROE FULL CREMT

Says That This is Not Only the Hest
Market In the Siate Bul Tells the
Reason Why—We Make the Best
Staple,

A staff correspondent of the Char-
lotte Observer who was in Monroe on
Tucsday, gives the following generous
article about the Monroe cotton mar-
ket:

To ascertain just why Monroe, the
spat of Union county. is the best
cotton market in North Carolina,
wias the object of my mission there
yesterday. If you read the papers
vou may have seen, by cotiparison
with the quotations from various
parts of this State, that in Monroe;
as a general rule, they are quoting
higher prices for cotton than any
other market in the entire State.

“We cannot understand how Mon-
toe cotton buyers are able to do
this,”” has been rvemarked many
times by cotton buyers and others
pot familiar with conditions in
Union and Liancaster counlies,

Cotton went up 20 points yester-
day, In New York. But in  Monroe
they quoted 13 cents 2 pound for
good staple of an inch und an elghth,
and 13 1-4 for extra fine staple of
an inch and an elghth, A few days
ago one man sold 16 bales of extra
good staple in the Monroe markets,
for 13 1-2 cents. His plantation
makes a specialty of extra §
gtaple. And that is the secret of Mon-
roe as a banner cotton market,

Monroe cotton buyers are not of-
fering 13 cents for cotton grown
here, there and everywhere, but for
special grades of cotton grown in
Union and Lancaster counties. So
the guotations in the Monroe mar-
kets on cotton are not buged on the
same grades of cotton that you see
quoted all over North Carolina at 12
and a fraction cents a pound.

It is safe to say thal nowhere else
in all Wwe Carolings, except possibly
Hartsville, 8. C., (and we are not re-
ferring especially to long staple cot-
ton) 15 the ofl so well adupted for
the ralsing of extra five inch and an
eighth stuple cotton as in various see-
tions of Uniop and Lancaster coui-
ties. Inch and an eight staple cotton
I8 by no means long staple, as most
of our readers know, but quality and
grades taken into full consideration,
it is the next hest bet,

The Monroe market would not of-
for 11 cents and over for cotton £hip-
ped in there from porthern or st~
ern parts of the State. The single
clement that has been a (actor in the
establishing of such a remarkable
reputiation for the Monroe market
with the outside world, Is the quality
of coltgn grown in {'nion and Lan-
caster counties, And it is true that of-
ten times Monroe offers a fraction ol
a cent more n pound for cotton Erown
in Lancaster county than the county
seat of that county & ahle to or docs
offer. Which zoes to ghow that Mon
roe has romething on  every haoudy
when It comes 1o pleking out  and
grading cotton and paying the highexs
market valuation for it.  And this
frank admission will not mean anothe
et dollar's worth of viflue.to Monroe,
in adding to itg patronage [row out-
slile districts, for in ordinary grades
of cotton, it is not likely that Mon-
foe payve more than other cotton eer:
fers,

The cotton market in Monroe last
gepson  handled aboul 20,000 biles
ol the highest grades of cotton, #ome
of these being long staple, and this
rocord 18 not Hkely to be excesdod
this year, If advance informution is 10
pe relied upon, J. E. Stack, who has
been there 40 years und is the lare
est colton buyer In the two countivs
stuted yvesterduy thit he did not think
the cotton crop this year would he
equal to expectations, pspecially In
volume.

His reasong for thiz ave bused up
on lateness of the senson, excessive
rains and a growing tendeney to di-
versify, but primarily to the fact that
guano and other fertilizers have boen
g0 searce and so high thix yeut that
planters Tave been cconomizing very
emphatically on guch  expe nditures,
with & result that, in  additien 1o
more or legs econgmy of the same
sort last year, much of this acreage
is being called upon to produsce front
ite own natural productivity, and Lhe
resmlte this tall will afford a very io-
teresting answer to what ean be ac-
complished with but little fertilizer

“If the war comes to a close |
look for much better prices for vol
ton,” declared Mr. Stack yesterday
“From present indications we will
not, at the time the new erop is rendy
for mraket this year. have carried
over much if any of last vear's erop.”

This is o frank and significant ad-
miisglon for & man of Mr. Stack’s
caliber, and It is encouraging to il
the least, to every colton grower in
the Carolinas

Mr. J. C. Sikes and Prof. R. W
Allen, Supt. of the Monroe Graded
schools, appeared peflire the Coun'y
Board of Education Monday nftes
noon in an effort to secure ald from
them to help make =ome vontemplat
ed improvements on the eity sehool
property. The city board fecls thut
they are justified in solleiting this
aid. as they have nol recelved an ap-
propriation from the County Board
in thirty years. It has been the polley
of the County Board to pay half the
cost for the erection of school build-
inge, but in the case of the Monroe
schools this hax not been dono. As
about ten per cent of the sehool chil-
dren In the county are attending the
Monroe schools, the City board feels
eertain that the County Board will
accede to thelr request,
